‘CLEVELAND, Oct. 9. — 
President William E. Stevenson 
of Oberlin College has come to 
the defense of the signers of the 
Friend of the Court Petition -in 
connection with the McCarran 
nternal Security Act, and_has 
criticized the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer for its attack on the 
signers. | 

On Sept. 22: the Plain Dealer 
in an editorial Jisted the Ohio 
signers of the petition and ac- 
cused them of trying to render 
the government “powerless to 
protect itself from the Commu- 
nist conspiracy to overthrow it 
by. subversion.” 


On Oct: 2, the Plain- Dealer 
carried a letter by President 
Stevenson, himself not a signer, 
Stevenson wrote that “you seem 
to assert that anyone who hap- ' 
pens to have the same legal 
view as a Communist group is 
“playing the Communists game, 
pro-Communist. 
Do you really Relieve that be- - 
cause some position or course 
of action happens to coincide 
with that taken by Communists; 
it is ipso facto. Communistic? if 
so, must ‘Am n’ ideas be only 
those which communism opposes 
or with which it, doesn't agree? 

_ Do you claim that so Jong as.
